"Now (hat the government, by 


advancing billions of dollars of 
cash and credit to support lame 
situations, has prevented the chaos 
that appeared to threaten every- 
one, the 'right' side is becoming 
increasingly articulate and is say- 
ing that none of the government- 
aid measures were necessary. 


''By instinct and reason I lean to 


the 'right.' I wish that the govern- 
ment would attend to government 
and let business attend to business. 
But the day when that was possible 
seems to have gone forever. The 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, conceived and organized by 
a conservative administration, end- 
ed all hope that natural law was 
to be allowed to prevail. Tlie RFC 
made inevitable the creation of 
dozens of other government-aid 
organizations. 


"Now 
we are told that we must 


make a choice between permanent 
government-aid, which is parasit- 
ism, and self-help, which is indi- 
vidual freedom. 


"I prefer scli-help as a way of 


living nnd doing business, but un- 
less the full implications of the 
self-help doctrine are accepted, I 
do not sec how we can return to 
that system. For example, self- 
help and a protective tariff lire at 
opposite ends of the pole. Those 
who advocate the 'right' must be 
consistent. They can't have their 
cake and eat it."

announce that he would "consider a 
compromise on the method of pay- 
ment." That has been one of the bit- 
terly contested points in the annual 
congressional bonus struggle. 


Talk of a possible compromise that 


might escape a presidential veto was 
heightened when President Roosevelt 
parried all questions nbout the bonus 
at his late afternoon press conference. 
He left room for an implication that 
the administration's mind was not 
closed on the question. 


Asked if he had changed his attitude 


toward the Palman bill since he vetoed 
it last spring. Mr. Roosevelt turned 
the query aside by asking if there was 
such [i bill. 


When assured there was, the presi- 


dent suggested the best policy would 
lie to wait and see what kind of bonus 
legislation is put forward. 


Tlie Palman bill, which Mr. Roose- 


velt, vetoed, is due to be taken up in 
the house on January 13, because of a 
petition signer! by a majority of the 
members at the close of the last presi- 
dent's veto last spring, and only by 
a narrow margin was he upheld in the 
Semite.

them more accurate. But these were 
large bore weapons. This type of arm 
became known as the 'Pennsylvania 
rifle.' Take this one"--he picked up a 
heavy monster with a barrel you

Carson. But Kit 


wouldn't use it because it was large 
bore. 
Virginia and Kentucky gun- 


smiths made small bore rifles for the 
first time. They were the most ac- 
curate made until then . . . and the 
most accurate made until now." 


The pioneers preferred the small 


bore because there was less powder 
and ball to carry, and because a miss 
meant time wasted, and possibly a 
dead pioneer if the target missed was 
an Indian or a bear. 


The small bore, straight shooter ac- 


quired Kentucky's name along with 
other characteristics. 


Wilderness men taught the British 


the art of shooting in many frontier 
skirmishes. Some of these pioneers 
were captured and astonished their 
captors with marksmanship.
